American mends of Refugees, vhlch has been quite successful in helping a good 
number of people. Also thatCT ^ should encourage Lannags to stop by their 
office to seo vhat they (AFR ) might be able to do for him. 

3. { ^called Launags at his residence in Rev York on 12 October at 

1130 hours. Luckily, launags vas at here and vas called to the phone. 
questioned him about the reasons for being fired from the International inn. 
yjwirmffi said that he vas vorklng as a cashier at the Flight Bar of the 
International Inn, Kennedy Air Port between the hairs of 7*00 PM and 2:00 AM 
and receiving $78.00 a week plus three meals a day. He said he vas quite 
happy there but he ciAima that when he shoved up for work on Saturday night, 

8 Oct, he found $46.00 missing from the cash box, vhlch he usually kept stored 
in a locker vith the only key (supposedly) In Launags possession. Launags 
comp lained vigorously to the management but he vas rebuffed and Launags vas 
fired on the spot. Apparently, the management vas hitter over the Incident 
and told Launags that they vould see to It that he would not get another Job 
as a cashier In the Nev York area. 

4. Launags sa i d he vas In poor shape now that he vas out of work and hoped 
p* — r could lend him an assist. CT 13 told M® that he didn't want Launags 

wa d to Washington for there vas not much to do here end that he give it 
another try in Nev York. XZ 3 than gave him the line as outlined above and 
urged him to go to the American Friends of Refugees office as soon as he could. 
r^iwpi said that he had heard about this office (AFR) and he vould certainly 
go to pay a visit on the next day (I30ct 66). £Z 3 Tannage that ve 
vould even this office to put in a good word ror him — he vas very 
thankful for this gesture -- but no name vas given to L auna q j b other than the 
name of the organization it's address— 066 United Rations Plaza » T 1 Z3 
als o told him that he vould send him (launags) about $100.00 to carry mm over 
until he found another Job. Launags vas given thdKnev sterile phone number 
for his use vith us.
